contract ror less than 15 cents per gal- 
lon.

burden of additional debt without add- 
ing correspondingly to its actual 
worth Much is gaid about the in- 
ability of railway ptesidents to agree 
among themselves as to what policy 
should be advocated and what plane 
followed in the effort to work out the 
problems which now present them- 
selves. In so far as the law is con- 
cerned, all I ask of them is a willing- 
negs to comply fully with its spirit, 


and a readiness to move along the 
lines indicated by those who are 
charged with administering it. Our 


policy is built upon experience, and 
our primary purpose is to insure the 
future against the mistakes and de- 
linquencies of the past. 

MUCH WILD TALK. 

There has been much wild talk as 
to the extent of the overtapitalization 
of our ratiroads. 

The census on the ecommer- 
cial value of the railroads of the coun-— 
try, together with the reports made to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
by railroads on their cost of ™\«on- 
st tion, tend ta show that as a 
whole, the raflroad propefty of the 
country is worth as much as the se- 
curities representing it, and that in the 
congensus of opinion among investors, 
the total value of stock and bonds is 
greater than their total face value, 
notwithstanding the “water” that has 
been injected in particular places. 

The huge value of terminals, the im- 
mense expenditures in recent years in 
double-tracking, improving grades, 

, and structures, have brought 
the ‘total investments to a point where 
the opinion that the real value 
greater than the face value is prob- 
ably true. 

® general statement such as this 
can | be accepted as having more than 
@ general value; there are many excep- 
tions; but the evidence seems ample 
that the great mass of our railroad 
securities rest- upon safe and solid 
foundations: if they ‘fall in any degree 
to mand complete public confidence, 
it is because isolated instances of ‘un- 
conscionable stock-watering and kin- 
dred offenses arouse suspicion, which 
naturally extends to all other corpor- 
ate securities so long as similar prac- 
tices are possible and the tenden to 
resort to them is unrestrained by law. 

While there have been many in- 
stances of gross and flagrant stock in- 


flation, and while. of course. there re- 
main cases of oevercapitalization, yet 
when the statistics of the weaker 


roads, the overcapitalized roads, 
combined with those of the 
roads, and. considered 
gate in my judgment they ‘wii! not be 
found to impair the who me finan- 
clal standing and poerttion of the ralil- 
roads as a whole: and . while those 
railway owners and managers who 
have enriched themselves by loading 
tuofr properties with securities repre- 
senting little or no real value deserve 
our strongest condemnation. on the 
other hand our hearty commendation 
is due those owners and wmanagers— 
representing, I believe. the large ma- 
jority—who have year after year 
worked faithfully, patiently and hon- 
estiy in building up our great system 
of rafiways, which have knitted to- 
gether tn close commercial and social 
intercourse widely removed sections 
the country. stand second only to the 
great bueiness of agriculture itself in 
contribution to national growth and 
development. 


SONAL VALUATION. 


Congress to enable the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, by the employ- 
ment of a sufficient force of experts, to, 
undertake the physical valuation of! 
each and any road in the country, 
whenever and so soon as in the opin- 
ion of the commission such a valua-| 
tion of any road would be of value to 
the commission tn its work. 

There are undoubtedly some roads 
as to\ which it would be an advantage, 
from the standpoint of the business of 
the commission, to have such a phy- 
sical valuation as soon as possibile. 

At ithe outset, let it be understood 
that physical valuation is no panacea; 
it is no sufficient measurement of a 
rate; but it will be ultimately needed 
as an essential instrument in admin- 
istrative supervision. | 

It will be of use to the co:;amission, 
in connection with the duty of deter- 
mining the reasonableness of future 
capitalization, beth ar an element to 
enable such a body to come to a right 
conclusion in the matter, and also as 
an element to be placed before the in- 
vesting public, to enable this public in 
its turn to reach a conclusion; though, 
of course, capitalization must be deter- 
mined in large measure by future need 
rather than past investment. 

How important physical valuation 
will prove as one of the factors to 
assist in fixing equitable rates, I am 
not atile to judge; but that it will be 
of a certain importance can be safely 


relation of the profit earned to the 
capital invested, creating a burden of 
interest payments which may redound 
to the joss alike of the wage-earner 
and the general public, which is con- 
cerned in the rates paid by shippers: 
it dam the smal! investor, dis- 
courages thrift, and puts a premium on 
gambling and business trickery.

MUST OBEY RULES. 

One of the most important features 
of the Hepburn Act Is its having given 
the commission absolute control over 
the accounts of railways. 

The commission has just issued an 
order to the effect that on July 1 next, 
all the rallways of the country, subject 
to the jurisdiction of the commission. 
must standardize their accounting 
methods, and the commission is now 
organizing a bureau of special exami- 
ners, whose duty it will be, among 
other things, to see that the books of 
the carriers are kept in conformity 
with the tules laid down by the com- 


mission. |

which, when perfected, will put the 
public ip position to know the facts, 
so that the small investor can exercise 
an intelligent judgment when entrust- 
ing his money to the promoters of 
great railway enterprises.

A.ride around the city on top of a 
street car is most interesting in spite 
of the sad desolation one sees every- 
where.

SENDS AN 
ARMY YEARLY. 


IMMIGRATION REPORT PRESENTS 
INTERESTING FACTS. 


Efforts Made to Protect Newcomers 
from Sharks in Seaboard Cities. 
Cotton and Sugar Planters in South 
Find Victor Emanuel’s People Far 
Preferable to Negroes. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—The an- 
nual report of the Commigsioner-Gen- 
eral of Immigration for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1906, gives\the total 
number. of immigrant aliens admitted 
into the United States during that 
year as 1,100,735—the highest number 
reached since the year 1820, which is 
as far back as the records are avall- 
able. The report further shows that of 
this grand total 85.35 per cent. landed 
at the ports of New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, while 
only about 0.56 per cent. (6021 persons) 
was admitted through Galveston and 
about 0.19 per cent. (2051 persons) 
through New Orleans, the remaining 
13.9 per cent. being distributed through 
the minor Atlantic, Pacific and insular 
ports and the stations along the Saas 
dian and Mexican borders. 

The North Atlantic division of 
States, comprising the six New Eng- 
land States, with New York, Pernnsyl- 
vania and New Jersey, absorbed 752,- 
370 of these immigrants, or 638.3 
cent. of the total for the twelve 
months.’ Of the remaining 248,365 im- 

ts, 242,930, or 22.1 per cent. of 
the total, distributed themselves over 
the North Central division of States, 
and 48,1256, or 4.4 per cent. over the 
western division. 

Immigration from Italy alone during 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1906, is 
shown to have been 286,514 persons, 
more than one-fourth of the total Eu- 
ropean immigration. The North At- 
lantic division of States absorbed 233,- 
ok of that number, and New York 
alone 136,108. The current fiscal year 
will probably show an increase of at 
least 50 per cent. of Italian immigrants. 

The Italian government, realizing its 
inability to stop emigration, is now 
endeavoring to give it proper direction 
and protection against the immigrant 
sharks in the big seaboard cities. An 
Italian latter information bureau has 
been established in the city of New 
York and is presided over by a gov- 
ernment official. It is accomplishing 
much good in directing friendless Ital- 
ian immigrants to places in the interior 
where they may obtain. employment

One of the Italian steamship compa- 
nies has agreed to establish a regular 
emigrant service between Mediterra- 
nean ports and Galveston, and other 
European lines are preparing to do 
the same. In anticipation of this result, 
Congress has appropriated $70,000 for 
the erection of the necessary build- 
ings for an immigrant receiving sta- 
tion at Galveston, and a like amount 
for New Orieans.

The big mill was seen fast and will. be 
talked about most. At a place called 
*Miller’s,.””’ a few miles from Tonopah, | 
an abundant supply of water was 
struck, and here the Tonopah Belmont 
Development Company. owners of the 
biggest mines in Tonopah, as well as 
of the Tonopah Railroad, has built 
a one-hundred-stamp mill, the largest 
and best in the West, to. be retnforced 
this very week with another sixty- 
‘stamp plant, almost ready to start at 
the time of our visit. 

The vastness of this one enterprise 
Was enough to vouch for the substan- 
tial character of Tonopah’s mining tn- 
dustries. 

Amid the cactus and sagebrush of 
the desert, here has been set a mon- 
ster «plant stretching over a space 
equivalent to three city blocks and 
costing $1,000,000. With its huge pow- 
er-house and superb engines, generat- 
ing 1200-horse power, its stupendous 
array of crushers and endless vats, its 
auxiliary establishments, houses, cot- 
tages and quarters for the men, the 
plant forms a eity by itself.. 

Three hundred tons of ore from the 
Mizpah and other mines are dally fed 
to these 100 noisy stamps, after having 
been treated to a cyanide bath, and 
come out in the form of gold and sil- 
bricks from the hissing melting- 
pots.

He 
operates on a large scale—larger, we 
must admit, than that of any indus- 
trial operations in Los Angeles, save 
those of Mr. Huntington. He repre- 
sents Philadelphia intercets, which 
have sent millions into Nevada. He 
is a keen, forceful man. immensely tn- 
terested in scientific achievement, and 
a great money-maker. His spirit is 
shown by the fact that he changed the 
Tonopah and Goldfield Railroad from 
narrow gauge to broad gauge in one 
day. He gave an afternoon to our 
ertd and made many obscure things

ed the Angelenos; but the ore from the : 
moment of its first dissolution by the 
cyanide, is treated as a viscous fluid:

EATTLE’S LESSON. 

Seattle is a city with very con- 
siderable manufacturing industries. 
Naturally, the manufacturers of that 
city have had their troubles with 
labor unions, as elsewhere. But the 


Seattle business men seem to be of | 


a very different type from those in 
San Francisco, who allow the unions 
to have their way in defiance of law, 
in rioting, committing assaults on in- 


dependent workmen, breaking their |. 


bones, and taking their lives. 

Two of the great enterprises in 
Seattie, the Moran Company, ship- 
builders, and the Variety Iron Works, 
have been engaged in difficulties with 
their striking workmen. These indus- 
trial corporations found the demands 
of the union-labor employés so unrea- 
sonable and excessive that they had to 
be denied. ‘the denial of their de- 
mands resulted in a strike, and the 
strike in boycotting and picketing. 
These enterprises appealed to the 
court, and the court has issued an in- 
junction prohibiting striking men from 
molesting or interfering with the in- 
dependent workers engaged in the 
plants of these two companies. It 
seems that the tactics so successfully 
resorted to by the strikers in San 
Francisco were attempted in Seattle. 
Evidently in the northern city public 
opiofon is more wholesome and the 
people of a higher courage than those 
of San Francisco. The public stands 
behind the harassed corporations and 


by this public opinion. 

San Francisco courts sympathize 
with the strikers and abjectly yield 
to their influence because there is no 
wholesome public opinion, no manful 
courage in the breasts of the people 
of San Francisco. The matter is as 
plain as davlicht. The courts are pre- 
sumably presided over by persons of 
intelligence The judges must know 
more or less of the law. It is an im- 
possible supposition that their real 
sympathies, convictions or judgments 
are with these striking, riotous and 
murderous iabor-union men. The 
courts know better. They know 
that these proceedings are con- 
trary to law. They know that there 
are misdemeanors and felonies com- 
mitted there every hour of the 
day. They know that the perpetrators 
of these crimes ought to be in jafl 
and in the penitentiary. But public 
opinion being weak and the labor 
unions impudently aggressive, the 
weak and naturally corrupt-minded 
judges yield to the side which they 
know to be illegal, unjust and wrong. 
This yielding indicate< arrant 
ardice on the part of the courts and 
peace officers of San Francisco. There 
is just one thing to do: arouse public 
opinion, backed by righteous indigna- 
tion, and serve notice on these courts 
that there are two sides to the mat- 
ter. A maarful and just expression of 
iFrons public opinion on the part of 
the mass of the people of San Fran- 
cisco would bring these cringing and 
unjust judges to their senses in five 
minutes. It would be amusing as well 
as instructive to sce these courts and 
peace officers about face with such 
alacrity at an expression of public 
opinion which would stand for the 
right, for the law and for justice. 


Seattle industries will move along 
smoothly and successfully under the 
decision of this Washington judge.

San 
Francisco will go on in the agonies of 
turmoil. Her industries will remain 
stagnant, and both capital and popu- 
lation will steer clear of it until public 
opinion there becomes so wholesome, 


Officers and the judges who preside 
over the courts will recognize that 
they have others to settie with than 
the labor unions. 

The difference between the two 
cities is very marked, In Serttle this 
wholesome public opinion, backing up 
the law and sustained by the law, con- 
trols the labor unions and prevents 
them frem exercising their tyrannous, 
selfish and unjust ways of claiming 
and obtaining everything for them- 
selves. in San Francisco a pusillant- 
mous public, afraid to express its 
opinion, leaves the whole fight to be 
maintained by the few managers of 
the industries which are threatened by 
these labor-union tactics. She will go 
on suffering joss from business stag- 
nation, from the closing up of her in- 
dustrial enterprises and moving them 
elsewhere uniil public opinion  be- 
comes bold enough to assert and stand 
for its rights. 

They must be either exceedingly 
lacking in manly courage or in clear 
foresight in San Francisco. They 
have inspiring examples held before 
théir eyes in Seattle to the north of 
them and in Los Angeles to the south 
of them. In the city at the north and 
in the city at the south, laws are en- 
forced, peace maintained, industries 
continued and prosperity assured. The 
conditions in Seattle and Los Angeles 
are as different from those in San 
Francisco as daylight is from dark- 
ness, and yet the people of San Fran-

They arise from several 
causes, none of which is likely to affect 
us here in California. There is every | 
reason for feeling sure that our pop- 
ulation will go on increasing in spite 
of any imaginable contingency that 
may arise.

For 
years the Council has ‘ween too timid 
to attempt any Jiquor legistation: the 
one exception to this is the ordinance 
establishing a wholesale liquor zone. 

FLAGRANT LAW VIOLATIONS. 

Women are prohibited by law from 
@rinking in saloons: a city ordinance 
stipulates that drinks shall not be 
served them in cafés except with a hot 
meal. There are probably twenty 
cafés in the city that serve drinks to 
Women without meals six days in a 
Week: the proprietors say they are 
serving these drinks under the saloon 
license; the cafés hold both retail and 
restaurant liquor permits. 

Several weeks ago the attention of 
certain Councilmen was directed to 
the fact that telling drinks to these 
women is & flagrant. infringement of 
the license ‘ordinances. It is pointed 
Out that if ‘they are. served under the 
saloon license then that license is for- 
feited for selling tiquor to women. The 
rane licenses require that a.hot meal 

il be served. 

The large cafés are the most per- 
sistent viplators of the liquor ordi- 
Manees; the more elaborate e café, 
apparent!y, the more flagrant the vio- 
lation. ‘Those on Spring street and 
Broadway serve hundreds of women 
daily with liquer and a sandwich or a 
piece ef French bread. The waiters 
Go not ¢ven ask whether the “din- 
ers” care for a meal. These violations 
are equally as flagrant as under any 
-previows administration. 

An impartial ¢nforcement of the sa- 
loon and café ordinances would cost 
probably every café in the city its li- 
cense: a so-called “gentlemen's agree- 
ment” between the café managers and 
the Police Commissioners permits the 
cafés to violate ordinances with im- 
punity. The extent of these violations 


has grown until saloon men not so. 


fortunate as to possess a restaurant 
liquor license are complaining bit- 
terly that the cafés are “above 
the law. These say that’ there 
is one law for the cut-glass estab- 
lishments and another and more dras- 
tic ome for the little places that can- 
not afferd to pay the price. | 

The price, however, is for the fur- 
nishings ang not for the police: there 
is po claim that protection has been 
bought with aught except political fa- 
vor. P | 

At the beginning of the last admin- 
istration the police board adopted a 
_ set of rules governing the conduct of 
saloons and cafés. These rules are still 
in force—on paper-—but for a year and 
a half they have been dead letters. 

EVIDENCE FOR COUNCIL. 

The investigations conducted during 
the lasi ten days have been for the 
purpose of supplying to the Council 
evidence that will justify the legisla- 
tors in taking up these rules and con- 
verting them into city ordinances. A 
violation would then become a misde- 
meanor and the offender could be haled 
into court; under present conditions 
the breaking of a rule is wholly the af- 
fair of the liquor dealer and the po- 
lice. board; as long as the board is 
kind, rules can be broken with im- 
punity and the courts or the populace 
cannot interfere. | 

Encouraged over the prompt and al- 
most unanimous action of the uncil 
in establishing a wholesale liquor zone 
the anti-liquor forces have outlined an 
e‘aborate plan for further curtailing 
the sale of liquor in Los Angeles. 
This inciudes strict ordinances to 
prevent the sale of liquor at retail to 
women or girls except on a physician's 
prescription or with bona-fide meals, 
Aliso an ordinance forbidding the fur- 
ther issue of ‘monthly licenses to sa- 
loons outside the saloon zone. — 

But for the disclosure of their plans 
to the café managers the evidence 
against the restaurants would (have 
been ready for presentation next Mon- 
day: it is now probable that the in- 
vestigation will be continued tn secret 
for three or four weeks before the pro- 
posed ordinances are brought to the 
attention of the Council officially.

GEN. BEVERIDGE SPEAKS. 


Hearty cheers greeted the introduc- 
tion of the venerable Gen. John L. 
Beveridge, former Governor of Iili- 
nois, who was presented by the chair- 
man as a man who had volunteered 
as a private in the United Siates army 
when the first gun was fired, who had 
worked his way by merit to the proud 
position of brigadier-general, who has 
served as Governor of one of the great- 
est States of the Union, and whose 
eighty-four: years of life have been 
crowned with distinguished service. 

“We come today,” he said. “to scat- 
ter flowers on the waves of this west- 
ern sea in memory of the men who 
fought on distant waters for home, 
country and the flag-~a beautiful trib- 
ute to the heroic dead. A!i praise be 
to the daughter of America who in- 
auguratei’ this most impressive me- 
morial service. As long as the wom- 
en of the republic thus honor its de- 
fenders, so long will its sons be the 
rock of its defense. 

“They fought for home, and eighty 
millions of people enjoy ome, peace, 
plenty and prosperity. They fought 
for country, a country united under 
one Constitution; the best-devised and 
the best-administered under the sun. 
They fought for the flag which waves 
majectically over land and sea, the 
pride of the nation and the admira- 
tion of the world. 

“Had they not foffght, had they been 
cowards in the face of danger and 
death, the country would have been 
severed and Old Glory would have 
been bereft of its stars and stripes. 
What then? There might have been 
one nationality, the Confederacy, or 
there might have been several. There 
might have been two flags and two 
nations, separated by an Imaginary 
line—forever antagonistic and ever- 
lastingly belligerent—one under the 
Stars and Stripes, the other under the 
Stars and Bars.

LARGE NUMBER OF JUDGMENTS 
REVERSED. | 


Case of Nogales Customs Broker, 
Accused of Defrauding Mexican 
Government, Arouses Interest—To

Rate Discrimination Charged.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) May 29.—The Su- 
preme Court of Arizona has adjourned 
its sessions until June 17. The term 
has been a remarkable one for the 
large number of reversals of Judgment 
been ordered, in marked 
contrast with the practice of previous 
years that gained for the court, among 
the lawyers of Arizona, the title of 
“the court of affirmation.”
